At daylight the master mechanic of the 
Adam Forepaugh-Sells Brothers circus 
stuck his head out of his bunk in the show 
train lying on the railroad tracks at the 
foot of Compton avenue, and began to 
roar: ‘Turn out, razorbacks!’’

Almost immediately men began to tumble 
from the cars where they had spent the 
night on bales of hay, among the anlmals 
or in the canvas wagons.

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MISTAKES ABOUT ST. LOUIS. 


The following editorial comment on the St. Louis elections 
appeared in the New York Evening Post: 

If experience shed no light on the progress of move- 
ments for municipal honesty and decency, the resu't of 
the election in St. Louls might appear to be extremely 
discouraging. Candidates known to be supported by Cir- 
cult Attorney Folk, the head and front of the crusade 
against corruption, were summarily defeated; while sev- 
eral badly smirched members of the House of Delegates 
wero re-elected. 

It is true that several badly emirched candidates of the House 
of Delegates were re-elected, but they were re-elected in wards 
where it is practically impossible to secure the nomination and 
election of good candidates. Unfortunately these candidates 
were actively supported and aided by the Democratic party or- 
ganization and were tacitly supported by the Democratic reform 
administration, which made no protest against their candi- 
dacy. 

But no candidates indorsed by Mr. Folk were defeated, because 
Mr. Folk did not indorse any candidates, or take any part in 
the campaign. Two smirched candidates for the House were de- 
feated by the people of their wards and the complexion of the 
House was considerably improved by the election. 

To understand the St. Louis election it is sieplenty to know 
that there was no issue in the Council tickets cg that of 
partisan advantage. both Democrats and Republicans having nom- 
inated good men. The contests between good and bad candidates 
were limited to certain wards, in most of which the bad ele- 
ments have control. It should also be borne in mind that the 
reform campaign was won two years @g0, when the municipal 
government was redeemed by the election of honest men to all 
elective offices, except the ward-elected House of Delegates. 
The exposure of boodling under previous administrations was 
the result of that successful campaign. 

The chief menace to St. Louis now is the threatened control of 
the dominant party by the corrupt elements—a menace con- 
fronting oll cities at all times. 

St. Louls has made substantial progress in municipal reform. 
It is doubtful if any other city can show as good a record. Brut 
it would be foolish to deny that there is more work to do, or 
that even to maintain the present standard requires the con- 


stant vigilance of press and people.

Hi Jolly, Their Owner, Tired of Ani- 
mals and Turned Them Loose 
on the Desert.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Hi Jolly, fa- 


mous the world over as the man who in- 
troduced camels from Arabia into the. arid 
deserts of Arizona and New Mexico for 
freight carrying purposes, died at Quarts- 
gite, Yuma County, Arizona, a short time 
ago, after one of the most picturesque 
careers in the history of the West. 
With the death of Hi Jolly an old ques- 
tion has been raised—are there camels in 
Arizona today? Among old mining men 
and prospectors who know the innermost 
recesses of the territory the question is 
answered in the affirmative. They claim 
that a small herd of camels still lives on 


the alkali deserts of the southern part of 
Arizonu, known to but few and serving 
no purpose but to be objects of — 
tious reverence to ignorant Indian 
“That there are camels in yr at 
thie peseens time is a fact known to few,” 
Mr. Horace Winters of Miles City, 
“I myself confirmed the fact about 
three years ago, and while I was not for- 
tunate enough to see the ‘ships of the des- 
ert’ myself, although I searched long for 
them, I discovered Y enunietdinabte proof of 
their presence in the territory. 

“The only importation of camels into the 
United States for utilitarian purposes,so far 
a sI know, was made, as I recali it, in 1872, 
and I was then in Arizona, enga ed in the 
mining business, and located at Yuma, per- 
haps the hottest place on the globe. 

The question of transportation in Ari- 
zona in those early days was an important 
one, so important that it cost a small for- 
tune to ship a box of cigars from San

one of the most important military posts in 
the Southwest, and thousands of tons of 
government freight was brought there ev- 
ery year. All freight carriers made barrels 
of money, and the carrying charges to the 
Colorado River Steamboat Co. were appal- 
ing. Bulk, and not weight, counted. 

Thus a peveremens wagon was charged 

for on the former basis, obtained by meae- 
uring from the tip of the tongue to the ex- 
treme rear of the bed. To obtain the 
height of the vehicle the steamboat people 
would elevate the tongue, and that heignt 
went, and had to be paid for. The tariff 
sheet was modelled in preportion, and as all 
charges had to be salt in gold the steam- 
boats had a regular mine of wealth. 
- “I was in Yuma in the summer of 1572. 
It was frying hot. The sole topic of con- 
versation was the expected arrival of a 
herd of camels, which, according to rumor 
was being imopried trom Arabia. I shal! 
never forget the day they landed. They 
came off the steamboat early in the morn- 
ing, about 50 camels, with Hi Jolly at their 
head, and then began the strangest proces- 
sion that ever set foot on Arizona soil. 

“The main street of the scorching little 
town was lined with Mexicans, miners, 
cowboys, Indians, gamblers, dance hall 
girls, as neste ay ss a crowd of people as 
was ever brought together. 

“With great solemnity Jolly led the way, 
with the troops of camels slinking sheep- 
ishly in the rear. They were not in good 
condition, and their humps were flabby. 
To the ignorant Indians and Mexicans they 
were supernatural and regarded with 
awe. The beasts were put in a corral out- 
side of town. 

“For days nothing was discussed but 
camels. To the men in Yuma the freak of 
Hi Jolly came as a welcome diversion, and 
no circus with its red and gilt wagons ever 
created half the sensation the Arabian 
beasts of burden did. Jojly belleved they 
would solve the transportation question in 
the arid deserts, and there were many who 
shared the opinion. But the camels were 
net a fuccess, 

“They were utilized at times, experiment- 
ed with, but their use was never put on 
a paving basis, 

“It was found that a camel] required more 
food than a horse. I don’t know how the 
camel does in Arabia. but in Arizona he 
was a rank failure. The clumsy animale 
were used around Yuma for some time, but 
with indifferent success. 

“T eame to know Hi Jollv and found him 
one of the most eccentric characters I have 
ever met. He was wniaque. No other man 
would have conceived the idea of importine 
camels to Arizona. After I left Yuma fi! 
one day. in disgust, opened his corral and 
drove ‘the camels out to shift for them- 


selves.’
